AdenauerManNunled Home Show 
In Eichmann Trial 


JERUSALEM (UPI)-The name 
of Hans Globke, state secretary 
in the office of West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer, was 
brought into the Adolf Eichmann 
trial today for the first time. 
A document was introduced pur­ 
porting to show that Globke was 
among those at a Nazi meeting 
Jan. 15, 1941, at which the ques­ 
tion of’ the confiscation of the 
property of Jews was discussed. 


The meeting agreed on the 
draft of a plan for the confisca­ 
tion of property of Jews who had 
lost German citizenship. Eichmann 
was not present at Hie meeting. 
Gobke has been attacked by 
the East German Communists as 
having been a former Nazi. 
The prosecution charged that no 
matter involving the persecution 
of the Jews was too trivial for 
Eichmann to take charge of per 
sonally. 
A document was 
introduced 
showing Eichmann wrote a letter 


transferring control of a Jewish 
orphanage in Hamburg to his de­ 
partment in Berlin. The letter 
was received by Max Plaut, head 
of the Jewish community in Ham­ 
burg, between 1939 and 1942. It 
stated that the Nazis chose Jew­ 
ish holidays as the time to exe­ 
cute their most repressive meas­ 
ures. 
Another document said Eich­ 
mann personally passed on a re­ 
quest by a Jewish boy in Ger­ 
many to send some clothing to 
his mother in occupied France. He 
rejected 
the 
request 
on 
the 
grounds that if it were granted 
other Jews would want to do like­ 
wise. 
A young Jewish witness de­ 
scribed how he spent his boyhood 
on a grim merry-go-round through 
Nazi concentration camps. 
Mordecai Ansbacher was shut­ 
tled from one camp to another, 
he said, and at one stage was 
parted from his mother who was 
gravely ill with dysentery. He 
never saw her again.

and they’ll go on hikes, ride 
bicycles and wrestle. They’ll 
have three wonderful weeks. 


But, Kelius asks, what about 
the other JO? 
The cost of sending a blind 
child to this camp for three 
weeks comes to $147 or $49 per 
week. 
Seven Going 


So far, Kelius’ own‘Lions Club 
has underwritten the trip for two 
of Bucks County’s 17. The Low­ 
er Bucks County Lions also are 
sending two and the Quaker­ 
town, Churchville and Richland­ 
town Lions one each. 


There are a lot more Lions 
groups in Bucks County. And 
there are hundreds of other 
organizations — service clubs, 
civic groups, even neighborhood 
organizations. 
Any of them can help, Kelius 
said today, and if they do, they 


will make the summer a mem­ 
orable one for a blind child. 


Two Years Ago 


The 
camp, 
Kelius 
stated, 
started its program for visually 
handicapped children only two 
years ago, although it has been 
in existence for blind adults 
since 1950. 


It has three buildings and in­ 
cludes a kitchen and an infirm­ 
ary and is situated in the midst 
of 467 
acres, 
mostly 
wood­ 
land. 


Besides the well - rounded 
sports program, specially train­ 
ed counselors take the children 
on visits to a nearby bakery, 
to an antique automobile muse­ 
um, a county fair and an air­ 
port, where through the sense of 
touch they can find some of the 
experiences others enjoy. 


Tremendous Experience 


Guide wires mn through the 


camp, enabling the children to 
explore much of it unassisted, 
Kelius declared, 
All in all, it would be a tre­ 
mendous experience for all 17 
visually handicapped children in 
the county. 
If someone will help. 
Kelius lives at 67 Spinythorn 
Road, 
Snowball 
Gate, 
Levit­ 
town, and any individual or or­ 
ganization who wants to help 
can send a check, made out to 
the Beacon Lodge Camp for the 
Blind, to him there or get in 
touch with him for further in­ 
formation. 


Last year, seven of the coun­ 
ty’s Lions Clubs sent one child 
each. So far, Kelius hasn’t heard 
from two of them, and even if he 
did, they wouldn't be able to 
afford all of the money that’s 
needed. 


Maybe others can. Lions or 
not!
